Fire destroys home west of Twin Falls

TWIN FALLS - BiU Rutherford looked 
around what is left of his belongings and 
shook his head. 

Over the past two years, radiation 
treatments saved him from cancer in his 
neck and chest. But Thursday, a fire gut-

He and his wife, Gloria, were out shop- 


ping for cattle supplies when, miles

house warm. 

Gerald Tews, Bill Rutherford's boss, 
was driving nearby when he noticed 
smoke. Dialing 911 on his mobile phone, 
Tews parked his truck, ran up to the 
house and searched in vain for Gloria or 
BiU Rutherford, whom lie has* employed 
on his ranch for more than IS years. 

“It was smoky, you don’t dare go in,” 
Tews said. “We waited until (firefight- 
ers) got there.” 

The Rutherfords were driving home 


from eating lunch at the local Dairy 
(2uccn when they saw smoke. 
Firefighters had arrived and quickly 
doused the flames at the house on 2500 
East between 4000'North and 5000 
N’orth, just north of Curry Crossing. 

, “I said, 'll must be a wreck,’” Bill 
Rutherford said. “A little ways down the 
road, I said, ‘It's our house!'” 

They had lived in the home for 20 
years and purchased a new door and 
kitchen cabinets recently. Now they plan

Youthful deaths 
by gunfire surge

ATLANTA — American youngsters are 12 
times more likely to die by gunfire than 
their counterparts in the rest of the industri- 
alized world, the government said Thursday. 

The gun deaths are part of an overall 
surge in murders ond suicides among the 
nation’s youth, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said. 

“Our children arc-getting killed or killing 
themselves at higher rates than any other 
country,” said Dr. Etienne Krug, a COC 
medical epidemiologist. 

“No child should die a violent death in 
the most industrialized coumrytn the 
world,” Krug said. 

— American' children arc five times more 
' likely to be killed than those in the rest of 
the industrialized world: 

The homicide rate is 2.57 out of every 
100,000 children under age 15. 'l^at corn- 


other countries surveyed, the CDC said. 

Youngster, in the United States also arc 
twic e as likely to commit suidde. 

TThe U.S. rate is .55 out of every 100,0(X) 
children, compared. with .27 for the rest of 
the industriol^d world. : 

And deaths caused by firearms amount to 
1.66 out of every 100,000 children in the 
United States, compared with .14 in the 
other nations. 

“We are a more violent society," said 
Holly Richardson, a spokeswoman for'the 
Washington-based Handgun Control Inc.

Clinton laments own 
shortcomings during 
annual fellowship 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Clinton and the' first 
lady lamented thoir own short* 
comings Thursday 'in a-<upital 
city “gripped with people who 
“are sclf-ri^tcous,"sanctimonious,‘" 
and hypocritical'' 

“I plead guilty from time to 
time," the president told the 
National Prayer Breakfast. 

Later addressing the same ' 
interfaith gathering, Hillary 
Rodham Clinton echoed her hus> 
band's inaugural call for biparti- 
sanship — and “repairing the 
breach" — by recalling her own 
four*ycar tenure in Washington. - 
' “I have felt often as though I 
wf» thrown into a breach, and I 
have felt on other times that I 
wish to push someone into a 
breach," Mrs. Clinton said to 
knowing chuckles from her lun- 
cheon audience. 

The annual day of fellowship 
draws nearly 4,000 people repre- ' 
seating a cross-section of the pub- 
lic — Republicans^ and 
Democrats, governors, judges, 
diplomats, bureauciats, foreign 
leaders and soldiers. 

The president, speaking to a 
breakfast attended by Vice 
President AI Gore and House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, who has 
"publicly clashed with both' 
Clintons, reflected on his early 
“"daysiirWashingtotr— -andbeing— 
caught up in a cycle of self-pity 
and “trying to get even."' . 

In Clinton's first eight months 
here, his ambitious SSOO billion 
economic package was rejected 
. by every Republican on Capitol 

iHm. 

“I got so mad at our friends in . 
the Congress and the Republican 
Party because they were real 
mean to me," Clinton said. 


“Tliis towTi is gripped with peo- 
ple who ore self-ri^ceous, sancti- 
monious and hypocri;ical,” he • 
said. “We spend an enompi# 
amount of time here in 
--WashingtonTrying'ro-get"even;“ 
and it doesn’t matter who started 
it.” 

Striking a conciliatory note, 
Clinton thanked Gingrich for sup- 
porting the administration’s 
financial bailout of Mexico. And 
he hoped for healing in the pyni- 
cal relationship between politi- 
cians and the media. “We arc in a 
world of hurt,” Clinton said. “We 

need help;” 

Qinton, who also on unveiled a 
budget Thursdya that wou^d 
restore $18 billion in Rcpublican^< 
sponsored cuts to welfare spend- 
ing, also admonished political 
leaders to “remember that in 
every scripture' and every faith 
there arc.hundre'ds and hundreds 
^^of admonishments not to forget 
those among us who arc poor.” 

The president spoke without a 
script, having discarded prepared 
remarks in the car on liis way to 
the Washington Hilton,' Mrs. 
Clinton said later. 

In past prayer breakfasts, -

Mediators enter 
Peru 'Compound 
■ to push talks 

LIMA, Peru (AP) — In a first 
step toward negotiations to end 
Peru’s hostage crisis, mediators 
met Thursday with leftist rebels 
holding 72 captives at the 
Japanese ambassador’s rcsi- 
' dcncc. 

Efforts to free the hostages 
“have odvonced positively,” 
Roman Catholic Archbishop 
Juan'Luis Cipriani told reporters 
.after the three-hour session, 
inside the walled compound. 

“I hope that with the prayers 
of everyone, we arc headed 
toward finding the light of a 
peaceful solution," Cipriani said.

Knowing how to leave, Teddy'-Roo- 
sevelt’s daughter once observed, is the 
height of'good manners. It’s advice 
that Idaho Supreme Court Justice By- 
ron Johnson should take to heart. 

Johnson announced late, last year 
—thathe-would-retire-when-his-second- 
term ends in 1998. That’s unusual for 
Supreme Court justices, who usually 
resign before the end of their six-year 
^terms-to-allow the governor to appoint- 
their successors. 

That practice has moved the state’s 
judicial system, and especially the 
Supreme Court, away from politics 
and lowlird professionalism. (District 
judges are elected, too, although 
rarely in contested races). 

The judicial selection process m this 
state is largely shaped by the Idaho 
* Judicial Coundi, wluch screens candi- 
dates for qualifications and fitness. 
Now Johnson is denying that process a 
chance to work. His replacement will 
be decided in what’s likely to be a 
crowded election a year from now. 

There may- be some good candidates 
on the baUot in 1998,*1}ut there also is 
likely to be at least one ideological at- 
torney, ambitious prosecutor, political 
lawyer or lawyer-legislator in the field. 

What’s more, the state’s best district 
judges and attorneys, many of whom 
steer clear of the political arena, 
wouldn’t think of getting invoiyg^ in 
the free-for-all of a political election. 

In short, the race will be dominated 
by politics, as judicial elections are in 


many other states. That means the 
best politician, and not necessarily the 
best jurist, could be elccte'd to the 
high court. 

Johnson has a populist and maverick 
streak about him, and it may seerri log- 
ical- to -him- to -let-voters dccide whom- 
they want on the high court. But he, is 
also Q longtime Democrat, a former 
Idaho Education Association attorney 
and onerime-UiSrSenatc candidatc.-Ir- 
is hard not to ^ve credence to the ar- 
gument that he is merely trying to 
deny an appointment to Republican 
Gov. Phil Batt. 

Whether this will succeed or not is 
an open question. In a free-for-all . 
election, a Republican is still likely to 
win in Idaho. Indeed, Johnson himself 
probably wouldn’t have gotten on the 
court this way; he ^vas appointed by 
ihen-Gov. Cecil Andrus, a Democrat. 

Furthermore, why shouldn’t Batt get 
to make the appointments as they 
come up? Andrus, in his multiple 
terms in office, got to narpe a hefty 
share of the state’s judgcs.’based on 
recommendations from the J[udicial 
Council. Why shouldn’t that same pro- 
cess work now? 

As a justice, Johnson has proven 
himself to be thoughtful, fair and 
more centrist that his libcraLback- 
ground would suggest. 

By short-circuiting and politicizing 
the selection process, he may be guar- 
antdeing that his successor will be a 
far less capable judge.

I don’t believe wc 
were ever presented with a (sewer) pro- 
posal that could have gone to the voters.” 
Today, while Hailey residents enjoy a 
new dty library and dry office on Main 
Street, they also find themselves liable 


for a sewer plant under fire by an 
Environmental Protection Agency mora- 
torium issued last October. The EPA 
stalled the town’s Riverside treatment 
facility from expanding, saying it was dis- 
charging unacceptable amounts of w-aste 
into tlic Big Wood River. 

The EPA mandate didn't indude the 
city’s second treatment facility, in 
Woodsidc. But city officials shut off 
hookups at the .Woodsidc plant os well.

Averell Harriman left London for 
Moscow.in.l943 and his wife, Morie, 
threatened to divorce him. 

Their Harriman romance was 
rumored during the next tlircc decades, 
ond they were officially reunited ten

By then 79, Averell Harriman had just 
lost his >yifc.

Craig hinged his criticism on a 
court ruling last month, filed by 46 
state agencies and 33 electric udli* 
tics, that reaffirmed the federal 
...government’sj’esponsibiUiy.t<f_ 
store and dispose of all the nation’s 
• nuclear waste by 1998. 

Still, Energy Undersecretary 
Thbmas Crumbly, testifying 
-before— the~Senate — Ener^— 
Committee Wednesday, admitted 
the Department of Energy still'had 
no plan to deal %viih die waste. 

Craig, who presided over the 
hearing, blasted the Clinton 
administration for foot*dragging 
on thc^uc. 

“Ine deadline to take chdrge of 
this waste is just a matter of 
months a%vay, and at this late date 
the Clinton administration - with 
its hat held, out - is asking for sug> 
gestions as to whdt it should do,” 
he said. 

A large chunk of the waste the 
DOE is due to take charge of will 
come from the Idaho National 
_ Engineering and Environmental 
Laboratory (INEEL). The INEEL 
currently stores 261 metric tons of 
used nudeor rcaaor fuel on its 890 
square miles.

But DOE offidals 
admit Yucca Mountain M'ouldn’t be 
ready for indefinite waste storage 
until 2010 at the cariicsL 

Craig’s bill would make a site 
near Yucca Mountain an interim 
storage fadlicy, leaving the task of . 
Ending a permanent repository for 
a later date. 

Although an exact duplicate of 
his bill died in the House lost fall 
under the threat of a presidential 


vet o, Cm g'said ^ngi^ mdy givc_ 
greater corisidcrarioh to’thc' bill 
this year now that elections arc 
over. . ' 

“The legislation will be intro- 
duced in the House and it will 
make its way to the president’s 
desk' this. year. I am certain of 
that,” Craig said. 

But opponents of the bill argue 
that the DOE still hasn’t proven 
the safety of the Yucca Mountain 
site. Sierra Club spokeswoman 
Catherine Homan warned against 
■ “shipping all of the nation’s nodear- 
wastc to one location without care- 
ful planning. - - ■ 

“It is completely imsponsible to 
...iruck-waste.to.the site without^, 
even knowing iLitj^ be cnvijjia- 
mcnialiy sound,” sBiTsaid^^.^^ 
Ncva.da lawmakers ard^ually 
concerned and have pledged to 
tight the bill. Karen Kirchgasser,-a 
spokeswoman for Sen. Richard 
Bryan, D-Nev., argued that truck- ■ 
ing the nation’s nudear waste to 
the Nevada site could be cata- 
strophic 

“A lot of communities arc ill- 
equipped to deal with emergen- 
cies that might occur- from spills- 
involving this kind of radioactive 
material,” she said. 

Craig,, however, argued that 
safety measures would be taken. 
According to provisions in the bilb 
public hearings must be held and 
an environmental impact study 
must completed prior to opening 
the site.

Children lucky cnouglTto be 
accepted begin training at age 6 - - 
in dance, opera or acrobatics. 

“It’s like helping your kid 
become a doaor or lawyer in the 
United '^ates,” Hughes said. 
“Many orthe,cwdren (who are 
accepted) have families with 
acrobadc backgrounds.” 

The acrobatic school is a gov- 
ernment school, where children 
train for three or four years. 
After that, they audition for a 
city acrobatic group arid go on 
year-round government payroll. 

They work three months a 
year, and travel whenever tours ' 
can -be arranged. They are 
respeaed and recognized in their 
country, much the same as an 


opera star. 

The average age of the Peking 
-Acrobats, -considered one-of-ih< 
elite world-touring croupes since 
1952, is 18. None of the current 
members speak English, so a 
translator .accompanies them on 
United States tours." 

Three years ago, Hughes, a 
South African who “gave up 
learning Chinese” and “can’t 
even do a tummy tuck,” dedded 
to add musicians to the troupe. 
Before that, the acrobats per- 
formed to canned music. 

Today, troupe musicians play 
traditional Chinese instruments 
with names thac Hughes said are 
too hard to pronounce. 

“But you will sec a man sitting 
backstage strumining what looks 
like a fiddle with one string and 
getting bcaudful music out of it,” 
he said. 

What about acddcnis? 

liic acrobats have, indeed, fall- 
en on occasion. But, as Hughes 
put it, they arc taught how to fall. 

“In 25 years,” he said, “the 
worst we have had is a broken 
leg.” 

Now that’s amazing. -

Emanuel Steward, Lewis’ trainer, 
who trained McCall for the first fight, 
disagrees with Lewis. McCall is trained 
by George Benton. 

“It was no lucky punch; it was well 
planned,” Steward said of the crunch- 
ing riglit that followed a short left hook 
and caught Lewis flush as he was 
launching a right. Lewis went down, 
struggled up, then fell against the ref- 
eree, who stopped the fight 31 seconds 
into the second round. . 

“I was trying to catch him with that 
shot from the opening bell," McCall 
said. 

Lewis was the WBC heavyweight 


champion in the first fight. The 
rematch also is for the WBC title made 
' vacant when Mike Tyson relinquished 
it to challenge Bruce Scldon for the 
WBA title. 

Lewis made $3.5 million and McCall 
got SI miUion in the first fight. McCall 
IS getting $3.1 million, and Lewis .is 
earning $2 million for thO rematch. . 

In the first fight Lewis weighed 236 
pounds and McCall Was 231. At the 
weigh-in Thursday. Lewis weighed 251 
andMcCoU237. 

Steward, who has trained Lewis for 
four fights since replacing Pepc Correa 
after the loss-to McCall, believes the 
first two rounds will be the key. He 
says Lewis might be tentative bemuse.

'McCall will come out trying to intim- 
idate Lewis,” the trainer said.

McCall, 32, says he first did drugs at 
age 13, He says he is confident his legal 
problems will be worked out and he 
has “seen the light.” 

The legal-problems includc-a parole 
violation stemming from an arrest in 
Chicago for possession of crack cocaine 
and marijuana, and an arrest for van- 
dalism, disorderly conduct and resist- 
ing arrest in December in Nashville, 
Tenn. 

Lewis has a 29.-1 record, with 24 
knockouts. McCall’s record is 28-6, with 
20 knockouts. 

The bout begins about 6:15 p.m. MST 
and is to be televised by HBO.

■ WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Logging of national forests cost 
federal taxpayers S398 million 
more than the timber sales 
returned to the U.S. Treasury in 
1995, losses hidden by the gov> 
ernment’^w accounting system, 
conservationists Said Wednesday. 

“While timber companies 
racked up record earnings in 
1995, taxpayers had their pockets 
picked,” said Carolyn Alkirc, an 
' economist with The Wilderness 
Society. 

The Forest Service reported 
earlier that its commercial log- i 
ging-operations turned a 559 mil- 
lion profit for the fiscal year end-

B ut the sn cicty_’s_annunl nmliL_ 

of the U.S. timber program says 
the agency numbers' arc skewed 
because they ignore huge costs,

forests failed to return as much 
money as the logging cost, said 
the non-profit environmental 
group.

The Wilderness Society

■failed to' account f or , $ 200 mil-- 
lion in road cohstniction cos'ts 
and S2S7 millioh in payments to 
counties. 

Federal law requires 25 per- 
cent of timber receipts be 
returned to the counties with the 
forests for- use in-financing - 
Schools and roads. The Forest 
Service does not consider that to 
be a cost of the logging opera- 
tions, describing the transfer of 
money as “a redistribution of 
income that occurs outside the 
agency’s normal financial activi- 
ty.” 

The society said the service 
low-bolls.its.road.construction_ 
costs because it considers the 
road base to be a non-depreciable- 
asset. All other road-related costs 
— surfaces, culverts and bridges 


" — are depredated over periods' 
from 10 to 50 years and recorded 
as annual expense 


The society estimated the unre- 
ported road costs based on a 
depredation assuming the useful 
life of the road base to bc 20 
years. 

Crandall said private land own- 
ers and most states use the same 
calculations as the Forest Service 
when-amortizing road costs. 

And the road base is consid- 
ered on asset, he said.

President’s budget proposes changes in logging roads, salvage timber 


WASHINGTON .(AP) — 

President Clinton is proposing to 
save as much as 555 million in 
next year’s federal budget by 
making timber companies pay to 
build their own log^ng roads on 
national forests. 

His budget for the U.S. Forest 
Service for the 1998 fiscal year 
also would cap spending on sal- 
vage timber soles at^SlOO million 
— about hainh'c'levbrof each of 
tile past two years. 

He wants Congress to transfer 
555 million out of that salvage 
fund into a newly proposed 
Forest Ecosystem Restoration 
and Maintenance Fund, to be 
used for a broad range of pro- 
grams intended to enhance fish 
and wildlife habitat. 

Clinton’s budset blueprint. 


unveiled today, would eliminate 
what the Forest Service calls 
“purchaser road credits” begin- 
ning Oct. 1. s 

Under the existing program, 
timbqr companies are effectively 
reimbursed for building Utc roads 
they need to log national forests 
by receiving credits for the con- 
struction costs, wliich Uiey con use 
in bidding on future timber soles. 

“'llicsc credits are an unneces- 
sary complicating factor to, the 
Forest Service fiscal and bud- 
getary systems," Clinton's budget 
proposal said. 

The road credits cost the feden 
al government 541 million in 
1996 and an estimated 555 mil- 
lion in the 1997 fiscal. year that 
ended Sept. 30, 1996. 

“Road costs will be treated like 


other purchaser costs and will be 
reflected in the competitive bids 
made for sales,” the Forest 
Service's budget said. 

Clinton's budget notes that the 
increased costs to timber companies 
may result in less money available 
for them to bid on timber sales. 

“To compensate for the funire 
unavailability of road credits, 
purchasers will be required to 
construct or reconstruct any nec- 
essary roads os o condition of the 
sale contract. Their competitive 
timber bids are expected to 
decline by the amouiTKof cred- 
its,” the budget plan said.X 

Nevertheless, the budget 
ipaces overall collections frulisH 
timber sale receipts on national 
forests would rise from this year’s 
estimated 5361. million to 5356 


million next year. The total was 
5378 million in 1996. 

. The Forest Service intends to 
maintain the same number of 
miles of logging roads on national 
foresu os last year, 380,200 miles 
— larger than the entirc-U.S. 
interstate system. 

Overall, Clinton proposes a 5 
percent increase in the Forest 
Service's operating budget, from 
51.27 biJJUon this year to 51.34 bil- 
Uon next year.
